Ahtd Deſires of His Excellency the Lord Fairfax, and of the genera 
Councel of Officers, in order to a ſpeedy proſecution of Jallice, 
and the Settlement formerly propounded by chem. 


"Aving, with others, for along whileſadly 
beheld and raſted,, our proceedings, 


the milerable fruits = ouncels divided 
and corrupted by Fa&ion and perſonal Intereſt, 
even to the neglect , Ks and caſting away 


all chars publique and g 0 the eertlving 
out of cadleſs troubles , | and damage to: 


the Kingdom , to thecontinuance and widening 
of tha ifſue of blood, whereby thele Nations have 
been ſo much poltured and conſumed, andro the 
peapeny hazard of Bondage and Deftrudtionto 
m at laſt : And both we and many others has 
ving propounded foundations of Juſtice and Set- 
element, which are of evident Advantage and Se= 
curity to the 48> 4 Intereſt, and clear from- 
_ any thing thars perſonal or particolar ; But find- 
ing thar-chrough th' aforeſaid. Corruption and- 
Dyjiſions i in your Councels, the ſame can obtains 
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no lace or Gn atall : And foreſecing 
=. that the condition of the Kingdom will 
not beardelay; of Setclernhene -one way or oth 
We coaccive our ſelves and others that are ſenſible 
hereof,co be neceſsicated unto ſome extraordinary 
vigorous and mor way, whereby thole roots of 
Faction, Diviſion,;and private Intereſts may be 
weeded out from amongſt you, and fo your 
Councels cleared and united,to the timely and ct- 
fectual proſecution of Juſtice, with a found Sec- 
tlement and publique good to the Kingdom, and 
tothe {ſpeedy introducing of ſuch a ſucceeding Aus 
thority, wherein future Differences may be pre- 
vented, and a general Acquielcence obtained. 

Therefore lceing no better or other way, We 
propound and demand as followeth: 

1. Whereas Dengil Holls El\q, Lionel Copley Eſq, 
Major Gen: Maſſey, and others of your Members, 
(whoſe Names you well know) were in the year 
1647. impeached by yourſelves for Treaſon, or 
for high Crimes and Miſdemeanors, in relation 
to the Trealoneble Engagemenc in the City of 
London , The violence then done upon the Parlia- 
ment, and TI he levyiog of a new War, and other 
evils in maintenanceaad proſecution thereof;and 
upon clear proofs ag.inſt them , were by your 
cenlure expelled the Houle,and diſabled from fur- 
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rhercruſt checein,and upon new Weick ifſucd ore 
new Members were choſen and returs'd infornt 
E cheir rooms; and yerby the prevelenceofheir 
ation (When inthe lat Summers War divers faithful 
Members were ingaged abroad upon neceſſary publique fers 
roice, and others through Mals a Ts any a 
bances conld net fafely-attend the-Houſe) the lame per» 
ſons were atterwards re-admirred to fic in the 
Houle, and Vore as formerly, without any cryal 
or fatisfa&tion mm the things whereof they were 
accuſed : Wedemand, That all thoſe Members {o 
Imprached,, may. be forthwith ſecured, to be 
brought ro Jufticeor Trial for their ſaid Crimes, 
and thar fuch others of their Faion, by whole 
Votes, Councels and Confederacy they were ſo 
re-admitted; may be ſecluded fromthe Houfe,and 
notifit as Judges forthoſe their confederates. 
2. Whercas by the Confederacy of Major Gen: 
Brown now Sheriff of London, with the {aid Im- 
peached Members, the Scots were invited and 
drawn \in to invade this Kingdom the laſt Sum- 
met,informachias when upon the actual Invaſion 
the Houſe proceeded to declare them Enemies, 
and thoſe that adhered to then Traytors; yer the 
id Confederates andother treacherous Members 
(to the number of Ninety and'odde, as upon the 
diviſton of the Houſe appeated) did by their 
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Councth and Vores endeavor to hinder the: 
Houfe'from dedaring againſt their confederare 
Invac&ts; We Jeftre, Thar thefaid Major Gen: 
Broon may be'ſecured and bronghe ro judgemene, 
for that and other his treacherous Confederacies 
or Correſpondencies with the publique and de- 
clared Enemies of the Kingdom (which we here- 
by charge him with, and thall be ready to make 
proof of) And that the reft of the Ninety arid 
odde perſons diſſenting in the ſaid Vote, may be 
excluded, and nor traſted further in-your Coun- 
cels, 

3. Whereas in a continued Series of your pro- 
ceedings for many moneths rogether, we have 
feen the prevalence of the ſame creacherous, cor- 
rupt anddivided Councels,through Factions and 
private Intereſts, oppoſing or obſtructing Juſtice 
in all kindes, diverting your Councels from an 
thing of any" 77 good, hindring any rocted. 
ings ro any ſuch Settlement , as would confift 
with Security to the publique Intereſt, or put a 
real end to the Troubles,Burthens or Hazards of 
the Kingdom, and precipitating into treacherous 
and deſtruftive Compliances and ConjunRions 
with the acknowledged Encmies thereof; and 
this wehave have ſeen particularly in the corrupt 
Councelsand Relolyes of receding from, and re- 
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cailing the Votes of No Nj Addreſſes tthe King, 
&c. (the juſtnels and neceſsity whereof you had 
once lo cleared to the world) alſo in the Vers for 
entertaining or ſecking (after all chat) a Pertnal 
Treaty with the King your Priſoner, upon foch 
Propoſitions as himlclt ſhould tender, as well as 

our own, offering upon imperfe& (and thole 
bur wreſted) Conceſsions fromhim, to Reſtore 
him, with impunity, to Honor, Freedom, Safety, 
and his Revenue, exempting all (even the princi- 
pal) Authors and Actors in the lalt Summers 
War from capital Puniſhment or Tryal, and 


bringing off the reſt wich Fines or Cealures 


moſt inconſiderable to the publique Damage and 
Miſchict they have done; whereby both they and 
others are encouraged to renew and multiply the 
Kingdoms Troubles : And laſtly, in the Yores 
declaring the Kings paſt Conceſsions to be a 
Ground for the Houle to proceed upon, for the 
Settlement of the Peace of the Kingdom, 


notwichſtanding the viſible inſufficiency and |. 


defects of them in things eſſentially concern- 
ing the publique Intereſt, and Liberties of the 
Kingdom (as thoſe propounded in our lateRe- 
moaſtrance are) and in other matters both Reli- 
< gious and civil(from which,byexprels Covenant 
or publique Faith given,you were obliged not ro 


recede) . 
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recede\/n which Votes & councels ic is apparent,, 
thoſechat are guilty of the haye deſerted, betrayed 


& juſtly torfeired their/Frult for the publique;in- + 


ſomuch that we dare appeal to all well affected or 
realonable men, Whether there be any hopes by, 
or with the: conjunction! of Tuch men. jn- your 
Councels,.to have any, Þund-or' timely Seule- 
ment, to have any end of Frqubles, Burthens or 
Hazards , or any publique good dvge for the 
Kingdom: We therefore moſt earneſtly defire; 
Thax- all ſuch fairbful Members who. areyin- 
nocent, m.theſe things, would immediately'(by 
Proteſtatioa and publique Declaration) acquit 
themlclves from any guwltof, or concurrence in 
the leveral Votes or En here before parti- 
cularly mentioned, as corrupt or deſtructive, that 
the Kingdom may know who they arethat have 
kept their Truſt; and diſtinguiſh them from the 
reſt that have thus falſified thedame , and that all

particularly, may be immediately excluded or 
fuſpended the Houle, andmaer readmitred, until 
they ſhall have given clear ſatisfaction therein to 
the Judgemenc-ob.thole-who- now lo-acquit 
hemlſelves, and the grounds of fuch-fatisFaction;
